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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Madison: 


I herewith submit my fourteenth annual eanoet 
as superintendent of schools, it being the twenty-sec- 
ond in the series of such reports. 


It is said that the public schools are the bulwark 
of American civilization. This being the case, schools 
and school organ:zations are not to be treated lightly. 
Our schools are doing well and the property is in good 
condition. I wish, however, to point out again that 
our elementary buildings are becoming out of date. 
We need ventilating heaters, better lighting, chemical 
to.lets and adjustable seating. If our schools are 
ever to be combined at a central plant, now is an op- 
portune time to make the change. We also need a 
larger high school building. 


Most of the work done last summer was routine 
work of painting, cleaning and varnishing. New cur- 
tains were installed in the main room of the high 
school building, and electric lights at Silver Lake. 
The Silver Lake School should be complimented for 
raising a goodly sum of miooney toward the lights. 
Mason School was closed and the books and furniture 
taken for other schools. The building was properly 
closed to prevent any destruction of property. 


Former Commissioner Butterfield has said, “Some 
five million boys and girls are attending high schools. 
They are doing this, not for the honor of it, not that 
they may wear an academic badge, but that they may 
use education in the:r daily lives....... The ordinary 
citizen for ordinary life needs three characteristics: 
social adaptation; many and broad interests; and the 
ideals and habits of good citizenship.” 

We have an enrollment of 40 pupils in Madison 
High School and aim to build cit:zens of useful =duca- 
tion and character. Madison does well to furnish this 
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school for its boys and girls. The Silver Lake Wo- 
man’s Club has shown very thoughtful interest in 
supporting its activities, especially in sponsoring the 
prize-speaking contest every winter. Excellent speak- 
ers at the club programs, athletic contests, and plays 
well staged offer opportunity to measure life in coop- 
erative effort. The great need of our nation today is 
for citizens with ideals of unselfish service rendered 
for public welfare. Our teachers hold a place of great 
importance and should be highly esteemed. 


Visual Education 

Visual instruction is still being carried on. Pic- 
tures have been shown on bananas, oranges and corn. 
A historical picture, “Columbus” was given to a pub- 
lic audience. On Memorial Day a picture was given 
entitled “The Heart of a Hero,” featuring the life of 
Nathan Hale, the patriot spy, who said, when facing 
death, “I only regret that I have but one life to give 
for my country.” 4 

Adult Education 

An attempt has been made to introduce adult edu- 
cation. <A class of more than 20 has met with Mr. 
Lorne B. Hulsman as teacher and enjoyed classes in 
Current Events, Literature, and Business Law. These 
classes are proving popular and helpful and bid fair to 
become a permanent matter each winter. Mr. Huls- 
man has been favorably received in other towns where 
he conducts a class one night each week. 

Health Work 

Medical inspection is being conducted by our 
nurse, Miss Helen H. Nichols. We appreciate prompt 
and efficient service during the epidemic. But for 
fear engendered by the disease, we might have kept 
up a very good attendance and the children would 
have had proper inspection and care. Some good work 
was done last spring in the dental clinic. Other clinic 
work with tonsils and adenoids has been done. Some 
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eyes were fitted with glasses. Miss Nichols’ report 
is included. 

At this time parents are reminded to have the 
little people vaccinated if they are to enter school next 
fall. Mrs. Beatrice G. Harmon arranged a very sat- 
isfactory plan for having the vaccination done last 
summer at a clinic in the town hall.
